If you listen to the chatter on the repeat- 
ers long enough you will hear someone say, 
“Hey, let’s QSY” and off they go. This is very 
good practice, and an easy habit to get into. 

Everyone has some one or two people 
that they talk to almost on a daily basis, or 
even two or three times aday. Make atestrun 
to make sure you can get armchair copy on 
each other in simplex mode. If you can, then 
pick out a frequency of your own, and pro- 
gram it into your memories. Once you start 
you will find that you prefer the simplex 
mode to the repeater mode. Don’t get me 
wrong, repeaters are wonderful, we could 
not live without them, but they have a specif- 
ic purpose. 

Sometimes just a little attention to that 
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antenna will make the difference, or perhaps 
adding an antenna to that handheld will 
make the path open right up. Just think, no 
machine IDs, no more dropping to get an- 
other minute, no more time-outs, no one 
interrupting to use the phonepatch or to call 
someone else, and usually not too many 
people listening-in on your QSO. Sounds 
pretty good doesn’t it? 

If, of course, you can’t make it, then the 
only recourse is the machine, but if you’re 
really serious, usually a small adjustment 
somewhere, sometimes in attitude, will open 
up a whole new world. There is such a thing 
as doing it yourself. What say folks. 

Give it a try... QSY!

I want to remind everyone about the 
3-second on-delay. Remember, it takes 
3 seconds of carrier to bring up the 
repeater when it has not been in use for 
the last 60 seconds. Many times all we 
hear is “...listening.” I find a good way 
to insure that your call is getting on is to 
key up for 3 seconds, release the PTT 
and listen for the chime, then key up 
again to make your call. This is not 
considered “kerchunking’ since you’re 
making acall and identifying. This way 
youll know that the repeater is operat- 
ing, and that it is hearing you. If you 
don’t hear the chime when you unkey, 
you may find that your rig is in simplex 
instead of duplex mode, or in -600, or 
the repeater is off the air, or a rubber 
duck doesn’t do it or, ...well you fill in 
the blanks. 

Many times during the day your 
QSO will be broken into with““W3TKQ,

LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT AND VICE PRESIDENT 
IN ANNOUNCEMENT OF WHITE HOUSE ELECTRONIC MAIL ACCESS 


Dear Friends: 


Part of our commitment to change is to keep the White House in step with 
today’s changing technology. As we move ahead into the twenty-first century, we 
must have a government that can show the way and lead by example. Today, we are 
pleased to announce that for the first time in history, the White House will be 
connected to you via electronic mail. Electronic mail will bring the Presidency 
and this Administration closer and make it more accessible to the people. 

The White House will be connected to the Internet as well as several on- 
line commercial vendors, thus making us more accessible and more in touch with 
people across this country. We will not be alone in this venture. Congress is 
also getting involved, and an exciting announcement regarding electronic mail 
is expected to come from the House of Representatives tomorrow. 

Various government agencies also will be taking part in the near future. 
Americans Communicating Electronically is a project developed by several 
government agencies to coordinate and improve access to the nation’s education- 
al and information assets and resources. This will be done through interactive 
communications such as electronic mail, and brought to people who do not have 
ready access to a computer. 

However, we must be realistic about the limitations and expectations of the 
White House electronic mail system. This experiment is the first-ever e-mail 
project done on such a large scale. As we work to reinvent government and 
streamline our processes, the e-mail project can help to put us on the leading 
edge of progress. 

Initially, your e-mail message will be read and receipt immediately ac- 
knowledged. A careful count will be taken on the number received as well as the 
subject of each message. However, the White House is not yet capable of sending 
back a tailored response via electronic mail. We are hoping this will happen by 
the end of the year. 

A number of response-based programs which allow technology to help us read 
your message more effectively, and, eventually respond to you electronically in 
a timely fashion will be tried out as well. These programs will change periodi- 
cally as we experiment with the best way to handle electronic mail from the 
public. Since this has never been tried before, it is important to allow for 
some flexibility in the system in these first stages. We welcome your sugges- 
tions. 

This is an historic moment in the White House and we look forward to your 
participation and enthusiasm for this milestone event. We eagerly anticipate 
the day when electronic mail from the public is an integral and normal part of 
the White House communications system.

the packet station. All of this in one end of a

On April 1, 1985, a prestigious new 
program started at Phil-Mont, under the 
guiding hand of Jake, AK2I.

The ARRL had not gotten its 
program up and running yet, so Jake got us 
started using the WSYI VE program. Jake 
ran the VE sessions, and coordinated the 
events with precision clockwork, in having 
the necessary paperwork ready, the code 
tapes for examination purposes, and the 
necessary amount of examiners on hand 
every month for the exams. In the fall of 
1987, Jake got a call from the Polish Godfa- 
ther [Sears Roebuck, his former employer- 
Ed] in Chicago, making him an offer he 
couldn’t refuse (Jake was transferred to 
Chicago for 9 months by Sears; then he was 
’ able to retire). 

Ramona, KM3N, then took over in De- 
cember of 1987, and ran the program until

In February of 1985, 
I visited Hal Fox, W3AA, in his home in 
Madeira Beach, Florida, and was amazed at 
the contacts he was accomplishing with a 
100 watt Icom mobile hf rig and his mobile 
Hustler antennas clamped to the air condi- 
tioning unit on the roof of his condo. After 
this visit I came home, and after 6 weeks, and 
the help of a Commodore 64 home comput- 
er, I passed the 13 wpm code test. Many 
thanks to the Phil-Mont VE program!

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his month we have a new phe- 

nomenon in our midst: a ‘commer- 

cial’ hamfest (as opposed to an 
‘amateur hamfest). In these pages we've 
already read opinions on both sides of 
the issue. Regardless of your position on 
the matter, | have little doubt that the 
commercial ‘fest will attract a full house 
of the curious and Serious buyers. Frank- 
ly, it's an idea that makes one think “why 
didn’t | think of that!” 

For the buyer it’s great, just like the 
computer super-stores—huge invento- 
ries which satisfy our buying frenzy on 
the spot! Take it with you! 

Consider though, how many local 
computer stores have been driven out of 
business because they couldn't com- 
pete with the high volume, low overhead 
operations that these super-stores rep- 
resent. 

This is really nothing new; the corner 
hardware store, record store or drug 
store are similar examples of what's hap- 
pened to our ‘mom-and-pop’ neighbor- 
hood stores, which have all seen a sim- 
ilar evolution. 

In ‘hamdom’ we've seen a different 
scenario. The complexity of solid state 
electronics did away with ‘radio row’ down 
on Arch Street, where we could browse 
and fondle all those war surplus compo- 
nents that you still might see at an occa- 
sional local hamfest or at Fertik’s. Hams 
used to be builders. Do you remember 


Kass Electronics when our own W3AES 
(now WS3KG) was behind the counter? 
Or Hambuerger’s when Howard Buerger 
was still alive? How many new hams 
ever built a Heathkit? 

‘Mail order’ too has been a signifi- 
cant contributor to the demise of the local 
ham store. It's convenient, and it saves 
on the sales tax. 

When you patronize the commercial 
hamfest this month, consider that: 

1. It's probably another nail in the 
coffin of the local ham store, which is 
there for us year-round, and is not a ‘hit- 
and-run’ operation. 

2. There's some fear that the suc- 
cess, and continuation of, our local ham- 
fests will be inversely proportional to the 
success of these commercial ventures. - 

Justremember, after you satisfy your 
Curiosity about the commercial ‘fest on 
August 21&22, you should save some- 
thing for the local ‘fests that are still to 
come. It’s basic Economics-101: if our 
local hamfests can’t break even or make 
a profit, they won't be around very long 
either. 

| wonder how many local clubs de- 
cided to jump on the bandwagon to pur- 
chase blocks of tickets or tables for this 
new venture. 

If we stop supporting ourlocal clubs’ 
hamfests, they could go the way of Radio 
Electronics, Mrs. Weil’s and Consolidat- 
ed Radio!

610 Change 


The FCC has dropped the station loca- 
tion from amateur licenses, effective with 
new license Form 660, introduced in Febru- 
ary. The mailing address now becomes the 
only means for the FCC to communicate 
with amateur licensees. Volunteer Examin- 
er Coordinators are being told to ignore the 
station location information asked for on 
current FCC Form 610s (Section I, Line 8). 

“We expect this will improve the process- 
ing time at FCC for applications,” ARRL 
VEC Manager Bart Jahnke, KB9NM said. 
Jahnke also said he expects that FCC will 
drop the station location box from future 
printings of the Form 610.

PHASE 3D 


Shown here is AMSAT’s Phase 3D 
satellite as it will appear after being 
lofted into space by the European Space 
Agency’s Ariane 5 launcher. In the mid- 
dle of the “top” of the satellite—the side 
that will always be pointing toward Earth 
once the satellite is in orbit—is the noz- 
zle of the motor that will provide the 
boost into final orbit. Surrounding the 
nozzle are the antennas for the various 
bands of operation. For comparison, 
above the Phase 3D satellite to the left is 
a scale drawing of AMSAT’s success- 
ful OSCAR 13 satellite; in the center is 
a human outline, also drawn to scale; 
and to the right is one of the several 
Microsats now in orbit. 

AMSAT’s Phase 3D satellite 
will utilize amateur bands 
from 29 mHz (10 
meters) to 10.5 


gHz (3 centimeters). Phase 3D’s high- 
gain antennas, powerful transmitters and 
sensitive receivers will bring satellite 
communications within the reach of vir- 
tually every radio amateur! Camera and 


bulletin experiments will add spice to - 
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this giant “repeater in the sky.” 

Phase 3D is no lightweight. At 
launch, the satellite will weigh nearly 
900 pounds! The package is a hexago- 
nal design, 44 inches on a side and 26% 
inches high. Solar panels will cover two 
of the flat side surfaces and two more 
panels will unfold after launch, using a 
double hinge mechanism, to bring the 
total span to 21 feet. 


EASY TO USE 
Once in orbit, Phase 3D will not 
require sophisticated tracking. For us- 
ers in the northern hemisphere, the sat- 
ellite’s highly elliptical orbit means that - 
it will rise rapidly in
